Tlic  Xaval  Club  is  established  principally  as 
a  place  of  resort  for  OHicersof  PI.  M.  Ships,  and 
with  tlic  intention  ot  promotinj^;  social  intercourse. 
It  is  provided  with  a  Billiard  Room,  Library  and 
Ivcading"  Room,  Dressinj?  Room,  and  a  certain 
luunber  of  Bed  Rooms,  and  will  be  supplied  with 
such  Papers,  Periodicals,  and  Magazines  as  may, 
from  time  to  time,  appear  to  the  Committee  to  be 
required.

the  Seconder  must  also  be  written  in  the  said  book 
in  liis  own  liandwriting,  with  the  date  tliereto; 
and  the  Secretary  will  cause  the  name  of  each 
Candidate  to  be  inscribed  on  a  board  placed  in  a 
convenient  situation,  for  7  clear  days,  and  that  the 
Members  may  deposit  their  ballots.  Two  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  shall  examine  the  ballot 
after  the  term  of  7  days  has  expired.  No  bal- 
lot shall  bo  valid  without  ri  Members  having 
voted,  and  the  number  of  black  balls  necessary  to 
exclude  shall  be  One  in  Five.
